conservation personnel, 
should receive im- 
munization before they 
are exposed. To prevent 
rabies in someone who has 
been bitten by a rabid 
animal, the wound should 
be washed carefully as a 
soon as ix)ssible, and the 
victim should be given 
prompt medical attention. 
If treatment is indicated, 
rabies immune globulin 
and vaccine should be 
jiven. 

Rabies in raccoons has 
become a public health 
problem, but it is not a 
cause for alarm. Usually, 
no more than five cases of 
human rabies per year arc 
reiwrted in this country; 
to date, no one has died as 
a result of exposure to 
rabid racxoons. To keep 
this record intact, and to 
protect your family from 
harm, immunize your pets 
and warn your children 
about befriending rac- 
coons and other animals, 
wild or domestic. Com- 
mon sense and a measure 
of caution are the keys to 
preventing rabies.

Options revealed for 
Lake Gaston plan

The city's financial ad- 
visor has left Virginia 
Beach with three options 
for financing the $176 
million Lake Gaston water 
resource project without 
damaging its bond rating. 

At the sam« time, David 
Rush, vice president of 
Government Finance 
Associates, Inc., the con- 
sultant, advised that 
Virginia Beach lower its 
per capita debt by 
managed growth. 

Also crucial to a 
favorable position in the 
bond market, according to 
Rush, is the continued 
self-supporting status of 
the Public Utilities Depar- 
tment. 

Rush also advised 
against the city's use of 
variable rate demand 
bonds and caution in 
preparing the referendum 
on the water, bond issue to 
make sure that the city will 
have enough money to 
flnish the project. 

Rush said that if he 
were asked for his recom- 
mendation on the method 
of flnancing he would ad- 
vise flnancing the project 
through increased water 
and sewer charges. 

However, this was not 
(k»ie of the items the Hrm 
wa» iMk^ to eo| 

Thomas H. Muehlenbeck 
said, the city already has 



the impact of the project 
on water rates in a study 
by Arthur Young 
As'.ociates. That's why the 
city asked Government 
Finance to consider the 
other three options, he 
said. 

Rush said the remaining 
two options could be used 
without damaging the 
city's bond rating; the 
Public Utilities Depar- 
tment would remain self- 
supporting. 

These include: 

The use of a con- 
tribution fronTthe general 
fund for the construction 
of the project. The danger 
here would be getting the 
property tax too high. 
Also, he said another issue 
would be equity between 
taxable and tax-exempt 
properties, bdth of which 
would use water, and 
larger and smaller users of 
water not related to the 
size of the property. 

A special tax district in 
the distribution areas. 
Approximately 98.2 per- 
cent of the city's assessed 
value would be part of any 
"water users district." 
The assessment would be 
made in the property tax 
and, also, the city would 
have to capture increased 
growth. If this option 
were chosen, a fixed 
,rtll*t*wet for 

equity issue would be a 
question here. 



A reference to managed 
growth from Rush 
brought smiles to the faces 
of Council members, such 
as Meyera Oberndorf, 
Vice Mayor Barbara 
Henley and Reba Mc- 
CUnan who have been 
sympathtic to controlled 
growth. 

The advisor explained 
that he was not talking 
about limiting or restric- 
ting growth. 

"You're not talking in 
political terms," interjec- 
ted Councilman John A. 
Baum. 

Rush explained that by 
managing growth he 
meant that the city should 
make sure it could provide 
the services needed for 
additional growth. 

He said that Virginia 
Beach has a higher debt 
per capita than the median 
for cities its size and that it 
should try to move that 
debts closer to the median. 

Muehlenbeck wanted to 
know how the figures can 
be brought down. 

Rush replied: Through 
managed growth. 

He said the 

municipalities in the 
median range generally 
have a bond rating of A or 
AA.

Virginians among first wave on D-Day ! 

Only National Guard regiment in first landing; more than 600 casualties 



) 
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Omaha Beach was the 
code name given to a 
stretch of the coast of 
Normandy for the "D- 
Day" invasion of France 
on June 6, 1944. The lan- 
dings on that morning 
were critical to the success 
of the effort to liberate 
France, and were carried 
out by troops from the 
Regular Army's 1st Infan- 
try Division and the 
National Guard's 29th In- 
fantry Division. The 116th 
Infantry, a Virginia 
National Guard regiment 
of the 29th, received the 
assignment to conduct the 
assault on the right-hand 
sector of the b«u:h. The 
regiment was the only 
National Guard infantry 
regiment used in the firat 
waves. They had just 
completed over a year of 
hard training and practice 
in England and the men 
looked forward to con- 
tinuing the proud 
# traditions of their 
regiment (which dated 
back to 1741). 

The "Stonewall 
Brigade" had respon- 
sibility for a stfrtch of 
beach 3,000 yards long, 
the 2d Ranger Infantry 
Battalion operated in sup- 
port of the 116th to carry 
out a sjxcial attack on 
high cliffs on the 
regiment's right flank. 
German defenders on 
^hose cliffs had to be 
cleared out since their 
guns dominate the entire 
beach. The 16th Infantry 
of the 1st Division would 
land on the other flank. 
The 116th's sector «»- 
tain«i only two iMssaga 
from the beach to the t(V 



of the hills, draws near the 
small villages of Les 
Moulins and Vierville, 
SuccMs depended on the 
regiment securing both 
routes to allow the troops 
and equipment to get off 
the beach quickly so that 
they could drive inland 
toward Vire and St. Lo. 

The master plan for 
Operation Neptune, or 
Overlord, called for a 
short, heavy bombar- 
dment of the defenses by 
allied aircraft from 
England and ships of the 
massive invasion fleet. 
The generals expected this 
to shake up the Germans 
in the bunkers and 
pillboxes and ptevent 
them from being reinfor- 
ced. Intelligence reported 
that the enemy normally 
used poor quality units to 
(tefend the b«u:hes, and 
kept their better units in 
reserve. On the morning 
of June 6, however, one of 
tiw best German divisions 
was actually mannii^ the 
first linn on a training ex- 
ercise. The change rais«l 
the price which would 
have to be paid for 
Omaha. 

The first assault wave 
loaded into their Uuidii^ 
craft frtMi the troqp tran- 
sport Thomas Jef f«'Son at 
about four o'clock in tlw 
morning. It consuted of 
ComiNUHes A (Bedford), 
G (Farmville), F (&>uth 
BostOTi). and E (Chne 
City). IMfficultin b^an 
IS soon as the small bcMts 
tttftsi towards the beiKdi 
nd stttfM rec^^g Are 
from German gunners. 
Some bMU sufficed direct 
hits; otMn wen U»t wbra 



they filled with seawater 
after near misses. Ob- 
stacles placed by enemy 
engineers stopped some of 
the boats hundreds of 
yards from shore, forcing 
the men to wade in water 
that at times was over 
their heads. Between 
fighting nature and enemy 
gunfire they dragged 
themselves towards the 



beach. 

Company A was 
especially hard-hit. They 
suffered more losses in 
getting ashore than any 
other unit of the 1 16th. 
Forty-six Guardsmen 
from Bedford were in the 
company, but only 23 sur- 
vived the day. Many of the 
men either lost their 
equipment or had it 



damaged in the process of 
reaching solid land. 
Within ten minutes of 
coming ashore eyery of- 
ficer in the company was 
hit and survivors ^ found 
themselves pinned down 
by Germans shooting 
from the tops of nearby 
cliffs. The men had to 
hang on in whatever 
shelter they could find and 



wait for help— their effec- 
tiveness as a combat unit 
was all but gone. 

The other three com- 
panies in the first assault 
group fared better than 
Company A, in part 
because many of their 
boats were pushed off 
course by the waves or got 
lost in the confusion. 
Company F landed in the

center of the sector as 
planned. Company G 
came ashore on F's left, 
instead of the right as 
planned; most of E wound 
up miles down the beach 
in the 1st Division's sector 
and did not rejoin the 
regiment until the next 
day. These cpmpanies suf- 
fered much lighter losses 
than Company A because 
they were partially hidden 
from the Germans by 
smoke caused by the 
navy's gunfire. 

The second wave starts 
landing troops at seven 
o'clock. These companies 
ran into many of the same 
problems encountered by 
the first wave. Enemy fire 
was increasing in volume 
and accuracy, and the tide 
was rising faster than ex- 
pected, disorienting the 
boat crews. The men ex- 
pected to find the beach 
areas already secured and 
planned to mpvt inland 
before encountering 
resistance. Instead they 
quickly found themselves 
pinned down with the 
remnants of the first 
assauh group, unable to 
drive forward. 

Tlie gmtest problons 
again occurred on the 
right-hand section of the 
beach. The six boats 
carrying Company B 
(Lynchburg) were scat- 
tered ova an arra a mile 
long. Only the men 
aboard the three boats 
which l^ded far beybid 
the cliffs reached the 
b^h safely. The others 
came in behind the sur- 
vivors of ComiMny A and 
imo^liately b^u u> suf- 
fer l^vy ^uahks. The 



rest of the 2d Battalion, its 
Headquarters Company 
(AltaVista and Victoria) 
and heavy weapons com- 
pany (Co. H of Martin- 
sville) were spread out 
even more. The battalion 
commander, Major Sid- 
ney Bingham, gathered up 
as many men as he could 
find in Company F's zone 
and captured a large stone 
house which dominated 
the batch near the Les 
Moulins draw. Hostile fire 
frustrated every attempt 
to proceed further. 

The companies landing 
in the third wave twenty 
minutes later benefitted 
from the sacrifices of the 
men who had gone earlier. 
Company C (Harrison- 
burg) landed along a 
lightly-held section of 
beach between Major 
Bingham's m«i and Com- 
pany A. Although they 
lost their mortars ai^ 
flatiMHhrowa-s in a boat 
accident, the men thon- 
sdves reached shore in the 
best condition of any trf 
the comiwnies up to thud;

Ms. Harrison does not yet 
know who the nominee of her 
party will be, and, unlike the 
Republicans, the Democrats are 
making a drama of not only 
who, but how, they will 
nominate their candidate. Will it 
be Mondale, Jackson, Hart, or 
will a dark horse emerge? Will it 
be a love feast or a slugfest? 

The national scene aside, it is 
laudable that Mr. Warner has 
indicated that he is eager to 
debate Ms. Harrison. No format 
cuts through to the philosphi^s 
of candidates as quickly or as ef- 
fectively as a debate. It is also 



praiseworthy that both can- 
didates have made a point of 
saying that this will be a cam- 
paign of issues. 

The national news media ten- 
ds to simplify the views of can- 
didates into black and white 
terms; so more than likely the 
Democrat nominee will be called 
a liberal while Mr. Reagan will 
be called a conservative. A cynic 
might say that nowadays the dif- 
ference between a conservative 
and a liberal is that a conser- 
vative believes in spend, spend, 
spend, borrow, borrow, borrow, 
while a liberal hold^ to the tried 
and true formijla of spend, 
^pend^ spend, tax, tax, tax. The 
differences, of course, go much 
. deeper than that. 

To some extent, both Mr. 
Warner and Ms, Harrison will 
be tied to their national party 
during this campaign, but it is 
fortunate for both that 
Virginiahs, as voters, are mature 
enough in their judgement not to 
mix up the ebb and flow of the 
national campaign with the 
campaigns for offices in the 
Common weahh. 

Virginians listen to the can- 
didatei, decide who will 
represent them best and vote ac- 
cordingly. Nothing could be 
more fair to either candidate. 
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Bravo

Safe Boating Week 

The month of June marks' the beglilin^' 6tf'bdsi^iftg 
season in most parts of the nation, and of the boating 
accident season. This is why the National Safe Boating 
Council sponsors the annual National Safe Boating 
Week during the first week of June. TTiis year it falls 
between June 3 and June 9. Tlie purpose of Natiwial 
Safe Boating Week is to publicize that the best way to 
have fun on your boat is the safe way. 

Most boaters are awared that the Coast Guard 
requires certain safety equipment to be carried aboard 
their boats, particularly life jackets and fire ex- 
tinguisher. It seems, however, that some boaters carry 
only the required safety equipment and think that a 
legally equipped boat is the same as a safely equipped 
boat. The Coast Guard and the Naticmal Safe Boating 
Council emphasize that federal safety equipment 
requirements are minimums and prudent boaters 
should take a hard look at their safety equipment to see 
if it really gives them an assurance of safety in case 
something goes wrong. 

What constitutes a well equipped boat? It varies, of 
course, according to where and how the boat is used. 
Each boat and boater is unique so it is up to him to 
assure his or her own safety in light of their own

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Evaluating 
teachers

I was startled by the 
question. 

The reporter was sur- 
prised by the answer. 

The scene was an NEA 
news conference last 
week. I told a room 
packed with reporters that 
NEA is strongly in favor 
of evaluating teachers. 
That remark apparently 
stunned at least one of the 
reporters present. 

Later that same day, on 
the Cable News Network 
"Crossfire" broadcast, 
even Pat Buchanan, that 
bright and vast storehouse 
of conservative viewpoin- 
ts, seemed non-plussed 
when I restated NEA's 
support for regular 
teacher evaluations. 

Obviously, NEA's 
traditional position on 
evaluation has gotten lost 
in the education reform 
crossfire. 

NEA wants only com- 
petent teachers hired. We 
want only competent 
teachers retained and we 
want incompetent teachers 
out of the profession. 

I find it outlandish for 
some to suggest, as they 
have, that NEA wants in- 
competent teachers to 
remain in the classroom. 
Why would any teacher, 
or anyone in any 
profession, want to work 
along side an incompetent 
colleague? 

To identify those 
teachers who need im- 
provement, we believe 
'mki h^cal School districts 
' lAuit ' develop and im- 
plement fair evaluation 
systems. 

That's a tough thing to 
do, because measuring 
teacher performance is not 
easy. Teaching is a com- 
municative, perpetual 
motion process that can't 
be accurately evaluated by 
a casual observation or a 
simple paper-and-pencil 
test. 

Evaluating teachers ef- 
fectively takes careful and 
repeated classroom obser- 
vation by trained 
evaluators. Only trained 
evaluators can determine 
whether a teacher is "get- 
ting through" to studen- 
ts—reaching them so that 
learning takes place. 

School districts that 
successfully evaluate their 
teachers follow some basic 
principles. They include 
teacher Associations in the 
planning of the evaluation 
procedures to be em- 
ployed. These districts ob- 
serve teachers directly, 
with evaluators specially 
trained for the task. Most 
importantly, they make 
teachers aware of the 
criteria— the indicators of 
professional competen- 
ce—that the evaluators 
will use in making their 
judgments. 

Positive evaluation 
programs also have 
corollary in-service in- 
structional programs that 
enable teachers to keep up 
I with developments in their 

subject area fields. 
I Effective evaluation 
procedures are, by 
definition, fair. They 
provide basic due process 
to any teacher considered 
for dismissal, and they 
also provide that teacher 
an opportunity to show 
improvement. 

But if that allotted time 
for improvement ends, 
and if the tracher is still 
judged incompetent, that 
teacher must leave. 

NEA believes strongly 
that all teachers must 
either measure up or be 
mustered out. 

Evaluation is'cl^uly the 
responsibility of local 
school authorities, ai^ 
those authorities can 
count on t«icher support 
if they are serious alwut 
evaluation.

"You may not be getting 
ripped off either," he 
adds, "but we're talking 
about bargains." 

Many lenders are phas- 
ing out their true adjust- 
able-rate bargains, pane- 
lists noted, because 
they've now decided 
they're giving away too 
much to the cwsumer (via 
low rates) to merit the 
risks. 

"We all know that ad- 
justables have higher de- 
fault rates than fixed-rate 
loans," said one panelist 
representing a large, na- 
tioial, home-loan under- 
writer. "So lenders are 
raising the effective prices 
hey charge on the short- 
erm loans."

'Nuclear Winter' study launched 



Senator John W. 
Warner (R-VA) has co- 
spOTsored an amendment 
that would initiate a com- 
prehensive study of the 
so-called "nuclear win- 
ter" phenomena - the 
atmospheric, climatic, en- 
vironmental and bio- 
logical ccmsequences of 
nuclear Avar. 

"It is essential that we 
have a. clear understand- 
ing of the implications 
that such ccHisequences 
have fw the nuclear wea- 
pons strategy and policy 
and the arms control and 
civil defense pcdicies of 
the U.S.," said Warner. 

Scientists who have 
studied the possible ef- 
fects of a nuclear ex- 
change conclude that a 
nuclear exchange would 
have disastrous climatic 
and ecological conse- 
quences. They have cran- 
ed the term "nuclear win- 
ter" to refer to the ex- 
treme cold and dark that 
wraild ensue from nuclear 
explosions sending large 
amounts of soot, smoke 
and dust into the atmos- 
here. 

"While the images Of a 
nuclear exchange are fri- 
ghtening to all of us, if we 
are to deal wisely with this 
question we must know 
what effects these wea- 



pcms would have and how 
those effects should shape 
our pdicy," said Warner. 

Warner, a memlwr of 
the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Cranmittee, is co- 
spons(»ing a committee 
amendment to the fiscal 
1985 Defense Authoriza- 
ticm Bill introduced by 
Sen. BillOAen (R-Maine) 
that directs the Secretary 
of Defense to ccmduct a 
thwraigh study of nuclear 
winter. 

The amendment calls 
for the Secretary to sub- 
mit a report to the Senate 
and House Armed Ser- 
vices Committees by 
March 1, 1985. 

Specifically, the report 
would provide: 

• a detailed review and 
assessment of current sci- 
entific studies and find- 
ings on the atmospheric, 
climatic, environniental, 
and biological conse- 
quences of nuclear ex- 
plosicHis and nuclear ex- 
changes. 

• a th(M:ough evaluation 
of the implicaticms that 
the current studies and 
findings have on (a) the 
nuclear weapons pdicy of 
the U.S., especially with 
regard to strategy, target- 
ing, plarming, command, 
control, procurement, and 
deployment; (b) the nu- 



clear arms ccmtrol pdicy; 
and, (c) civil defense po- 
UcyoftheU.S. 

• a discussion of the 
manner in which the re- 
sults of such evaluation of 
policy implicaticms will be 
incOTporated into the nu- 
clear weapons, arms con- 
trd, and civil defense 
policies of the U.S. 

• an analysis of the 
extent to which current 
scientific findings oa the 
ccmsequences of nuclear 
explosions and nuclear ex- 
changes are being stud- 
ied, disseminated, and 
utilized in the Soviet 
Union. 

Warner, chairman of 
the Subcommittee on 
Strategic and Theater Nu- 
clear Forces, said that 
while scientific evidence 
suggests that the effects 
of a major nuclear ex- 
change would be cat- 
astrophic, recent studies 
indicate that even'a small- 
scale nuclear exchange 
could produce similar re- 
sults. 

"These findings are 
particularly relevant in 
view of suggestions by 
some people that a limited 
nudear exchange could be 
an acceptable or surviv- 
able exercise," said War- 
ner. 



Wasps help Virginia farmers 



Tiny parasitic wasps are 
helping Virginia small 
grain and soybean farmers 
Bd their fields of destruc- 
tive pests. 

A Virginia Tech en- 
tomologist reported that 
thousands of wasps were 
released recently in 43 
Virginia counties to battle 
Mexican bean and cereal 
leaf beetles. 

"When. peMe.iiear^e ^ 
word 'wasp', they often 
think of swarms of 
'stinging hornets," said 
Edwin Rajotee. 'The 
wasps being Released ac- 
tually are tiny stingless 
creatures that live off 
other insects by laying 
eggs in them. 

"Farmers probably will 
never see the wasps, but 
they certainly will notice 
their effects," he added. 
"Every year more farmers 
participate in the 
program, and each year 
they need fewer 



pesticides." The wasp 
release is one component 
of the integrated pest 
management program 
being used in Virginia. 

Ten years ago, the 
Mexican bean beetle was 
the major soybean pest in 
Virginia. Today, it's 
populations are low. 
"This trend isn't solely at- 
trUittfable to the jrele^se of . , 
waspa^.tbirt.^ 4h«y?«fti eer-., 
tainly played a major 
role," Rajotte said. 

Soybean farmers who 
want to introduce wasps 
to their field first must 
provide a nurse crop, a 
small early planting of 
snap beans and soybeans 
next to the rest of their 
acreage that will attract a 
large number of beetles. 

The county agent then 
releases the wasps in the 
nurse crop, which 
provides an ideal en- 
vironment for their 
breeding and survival. As 



the wasp population 
grows, it spreads out over 
a wider area. 

Release of wasps that 
attack cereal leaf beetles is 
a newer project, beginning 
in 1978. The best results 
occurred in the Shenan- 
doah Valley, where more 
than 60 percent of the 
beetle eggs and larvae 
have been destroyed in 
midtyi^ldgitiOHs.^ M&t^ the 
eastern and southeastern 
areas of the state, 
parasitism has reached 
only four to 20 percent of 
the beetle eggs and larvae, 
but rates are on the rise. 

"In several *yea?s. the 
wasps will be keeping the 
cereal leaf beetle 
population below the 
point where farmers need 
to spray," Rajotee said.

the existence of libraries. Travelling from the Isle of 
Skye southward toward the Border, I saw several small 
blue library vans. 1 must admit, however, that the sight 
of them was not compelling enough to stop and take a 
picture and 1 hurried by. Toward the end of the first 
week, however, I began noticing libraries more often. I 
was prompted to send my staff a post card of Blair 
Atholl Castle with a suggestion of the appropriateness 
of its baronial architecture and cannons for the central 
library. Oxford hiu a new central library which I passed 
while shopping. I admired the Radcliffe Camera and the 
Bodleian from the outside and found myself fascinated 
by the fact that a series of tracks had been laid under the 
High Street so that books from one building could be 
transferred to the other easily. In winter weather this 
tuimel keeps the sidewalks clear of snow and ice. The af- 
ternoon, however, found me in Blackwell's Bookstore 
recovering from my pint of Old Hooky and shepherd's 
pie. I bought a book! 

I spent the last several days in Burford with my paren- 
ts, who are spending several months there. A Cotswold 
village near Oxford, Burford's main street is lined with 
yellow stone buildings containing pubs and shops, some 
dating from the 1400's. One of these windows was that 
of the Burford branch of the county library. My 
mother, a retired high school librarian, had wasted no 
time in finding the nearest library and registering. Upon 
joining, she was issued a certain number of "tokens" 
which she could exchange for books. She could only 
check out as many books as she had token^an in- 
teresting means of inventory control; I was imriguetK* 
Still, I found myself able to do no more than lopk 
through the window when passing by. I continujed to 
read my book from Blackwell's. 

I found myself, finally, on the return plane with what 
1 thought were few of those envisioned gems. The 
customs officer in Boston asked my occupation. I told 
him, somewhat defiantly as usual. He kept asking 
questions. Was I school or public, municipal or state? 1 
thought it an odd conversation. He did not, however, 
open my suitcases and seemed only moderately 
astonished that I had only one bottle of Scotch and no 
food. I didn't mention the five books I'd bought. He 
did bring my mind abruptly back to libraries and the 
very real necessity to write this article about something. 
There are libraries in England and Scotland. I 
acknowledged their existence mostly from a distance. 
I'm glad to be back and I'm ready to be inside a library 
again. I'm still reading my book from Blackwells.

that each boat/boaters combinaticm fall into and 
National Safe Boating Week is a good time to look into 
safety equipment that may not be required by law, but 
that the prudent boater may want to have aboard. 

The most obvious recMnmendatiai for all boaters is 
that they have those items over and above the federal 
requirements needed to pass the coast guard aux- 
iliary's courtesy marine examination. Recommended 
items for all boats include an anchOT of suitable size 
with plenty of line and chain, and a bailer, either a 
pump (X a scoop. These are items of basic safety 
equipment which provide a first line of defense in case 
of an emergency on the water. Also in this categOTy is a 
paddle or oar for any boat under 16 feet in length to 
provide alternate means of prc^ulsion. 

Ui boats 16 feet or more in length, the auxiliary 
courtesy examiner Will look for working navigation 
lights, whether the boat is intended to stay out after 
sunset cff noL. This is to ensure that the boat will be 
seen should mechanical problems prevent getting back 
to the dock before dark. 

Although not on the auxiliary courtesy marine 
examination list of safety equipment, a medical kit is 
also a desirable item. Medical kits vary from not much 
more than a box of band aids and sunburn lotirai to a 
complete surgical kit. The extent of your medical kit 
should be dictated by how far you will be away from 
professional medical care and any known medical 
problems you and your crew may have. 

Next week: spare parts, navigation and sur- 
vival rations.

Tourism ;

In its highest form, 
tourism is a quest for 
knowledge. Through 
tourism, we acquire a X 
deeper awareness of our 
heritage, our environment 
and our culture. Travel ■ 
stretches our minds and 
develops our sense of ; 
civilization. 

Not all people of the 
world enjoy the same 
"unrestricted travel :, 
Americans do. In many 
countries, citizens must ■ 
obtain permission from 
the central government to 
-leave the country, and r 
their passports are im- 
pounded by the national 
police upon their return. ' 

This quest for 
knowledge and freedom to 
travel have made tourism • 
important not only to our ; 
leisure, but to our work. 
Roughly seven percent of 
the American labor force 
is employed by the 
tourism industry, either 
directly or indirectly. 
That's more people than 
are employed in mining, 
construction, agriculture, 
utilities, finance, insuran- ■ 
ce or real estate. 

Travel is now the 
second largest retail in- 
dustry and second largest 
private employer in the 
United States. In 1983, the 
industry generated nearly 
$200 billion in receipts and 
$20 billion in federal, state 
and local tax revenues. 
The industry directly em- 
ploys 4.5 million 
Americans at every level 
or skill and indirectly 
provides another 2.2 
million supporting jobs. 
A(iiitiona%^,99 pwcent 
of'^li oae^ila^[ in|||ioo 
Ctisinesses serving the 
traveler are classified by 
the government as small 
businesses. 

In terms of inter- 
national trade, inter- 
national visitors to the 
United States in 1982 
spent over $11 billion, 
generated $640 million in 
federal tax revenue and 
supported 300,000 
American jobs. 

Very^ simply, travel 
means jobs. Minority 
workers hold 13 percent of 
all jobs in the industry ~a 
higher percentage than 
their share of total U.S. 
employment. Similarly, 
women hold over half of 
all travel industry jobs (54 
percent), proportionately 
one quarter higher than 
their overall share. In my 
view, there can be little 
debate that this represents 
a more tangible, and 
more effective commit- 
ment to economic equity 
than all the existing job 
training and public 
assistance programs com- 
bined.

Clearly, the travel 
industry is doing more 
than its share in providing 
not only income but 
training and experience 
for our young citizens.

unless it would have nuule the same loan to another 
customer in a similar financial situation. Trible wm not 
r^uired to provide any collateral for the $75,000,00 
loan. Now, it is true that banks sometima give loans 
without requiring o^teral.lt U pcMsible that someone 
elM with Trible's asseU would also have been granted a 
l(nn on the samti temu. At the very least, though, the 
transsbction is questioiuU>le - and nude more so by the 
fact tiiat six of the 13 members of the bank's R^onal 
Advisory Board of Directors also contributed to 
Trible's 1982 ounpaign. 

The second aspect of this situation involves not a 
questionable practice - but an Ulqpd one. Failure to 
report the source and terms of a questionable loan is 
even more problematic. 

Although the Federal Election Uw was clearly 
broken, it is of course, possible that everyone's inten- 
tions were good and the violation was inadvertent. It is 
possible that the loan was legal and above-board, and 
that the failure to report it was unintentional. At the 
very least, however, Swiator Trible and his staff have 
allowed for an appearance of impropriety. They also 
have evidenced an apparent disregard and a lack of 
respect for Federal Election Laws. 

Unfortunately, Senator Trible is not the first cwi- 
didate or other government official to fail to abide stric- 
tly by disclosure laws. Disclosure laws enable voters to 
identify possible conflicts of interest. They enable us to 
determine whether our officials are representing us - or 
special interests. Disclosure laws enable us to vote in- 
telligently. We must insist Uiat tiiese laws by respected 
and obeyed by those people we allow to represent and 
govern us.

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ConilRiwd from page 2 
economy, even during 
recession periods. The 
travel industry added 
39,000 new jobs in the 
recessionary year 1982, 
while overall U.S. employ- 
ment declined by 1.6 
million jobs. Despite five 
recessions since 19S8, the 
industry has produced 
successively more jobs in 
each of those intervening 
23 years, contributing 
nearly 1 1 percent of the 38 
million new jobs created. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Labor, 
payroll jobs in travel- 
related businesses have in- 
o-eased 183 percent since 
1958. or more than twice 
as fast as the p-owth In 
total U.S. payroll employ- 
ment during the same 
period. As recently as 
1979, the travel and 
tourism industry was 
mponsible for creating 33 
percent of all new jobs. In 
1^}, it provided 28 per- 
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cent of the new employ- 
ment generated that year. 

In Virginia, travel and 
tourism is the third largest 
employer in the state, 
providing jobs for more 
than 83,000 persons at an 
annual payroll of over 
$679 miUion.

Each spring the United States Gymnastic Federation 
holds a state gymnastic competition for all Virginia 
Gymnasts. In order to participate each gymnast must 
score a certain number of points, depending on their 
class rating at one of the three sectional meets held 
throughout Virginia. 

Recently the 1984 USGF State Meet was held in Staf- 
ford, Virginia. Ocean Tumblers returned with the team 
class III and class IV girls' state championship titles. 
Each girl received a trophy. Megan Kitts, class IV and 
Jennifer Mohap, class III, took first place for all around 
gymnast, each receiving a gold medal. 

The boys' team placed second in the USGF Virginia 
State Meet and second in the South Atlantic Boys Inter- 
national League Championship. The SABI was an open 
division including Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, New 
Jersey, and Pennsylvania. First place winners were the 
international Gymnastic Center from Pennsylvania. 

Most of the O.T. gymnasts are residents of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake. There were 42 team members 
attending the state competition, of which 19 members 
hold individual 1984 state championship awards. 



Ray Shackelford, director and head coach of O. T., is 
very dedicated to all his boys and girls. "I want tp take 
the pressure off. When they are discouraged I try to get 
them to focus on the enjoyment of gymnastics, not win- 
ning ribbons or medals and eventually they will do bet- 
ter and start excelling." 

Most team members are at the gym in excess of twelve 
hours a week. Much individual time is spent with the 
coaches. Kali Vogal is beam coach, Susan Tibbitt, floor 
coach, Bernie Vahenie bars, vault and head coach for 
the boys team. Shackelford is always nearby watching 
and directing, giving that extra encouragement heeded 
to perform. 

"I like to think we hdip mold their personalities into 

young adults, ' ' Shackelford said. 

Shackelford has lived in Virginia Beach for eight 
years and been with O.T. for ten years. He has been a 
gymnast since high school, taking a state championship 
in 1968 for parallel bars and' trampoline and placing 
third as all around gymnast. He received a scholarship 
in gymnastics to O.D.U. After college he taught at 
Woodstock Elementary, also coaching the boys gym- 



nastic team at Bayside High School. In 1974 he joined 
The Conservatory of Arts Ocean Tumblers, now known 
as Ocean Tumblers. 

"We have come dong way since 1980 when we 
ranked 20th at the USGF State meet in class IV. We 
have now held the state championship for the last three 
years. In 1983 we entered our class III team for the first 
time and took second place. This year we moved up to 
take first place in that position also," Shackleford said 
proudly. 

Ocean Tumblers compete through class I. Six O. T.

Parents may need to 
become detectives in fin- 
ding the hidden sugars to 
prevent their children 
from eating too much 
sugar. 

The health hazards of 
consuming too much 
sugar include dental 
caries, excess calories 
which can lead to obesity, 
and poor nutrition when 
sweets crowd out other 
food containing essential 
nutrients. 

It isn't easy to reduce 
the amount of sugar in 
children's diets, said 
Cosby Steele Rogers, 
assistant professor of 
child development at 
Virginia Tech. To win the 
battle against sugar, 
children need to avoid 
hidden sugars, find alter- 
nate sources of "sweet- 
ness," and, .turn to non- 
food ways' to celebrate 
special occasions. 

"The hidden sugars are 
' difficult to find," said 
Mrs. Rogers. Other forms 
of sugars include fructose, 
dextrose, lactose and 
maltose. 

When reading the labels 
on food be aware of words 
ending in 'ose' which in- 
dicate some form of 
sugar. Other words that 
indicate the presence of 
sugar are tubinado sugar, 
corn syrup, molassas, 
honey and maple syrup.

Sugars are found in cat- 
sup, peanut butter, lun- 
cheon meats, hot dogs, 
pork and beans, non-dairy 
creamer, fruit-flavored 
yogurt and canned 
vegetables. 

In planning menus, 
families can lower the 
sugar that is consumed. 
Snacks and desserts that 
consist of unsweetened 
foods can be served. 
Examples include pop- 
corn, cheese, and 
vegetables with dip. 

Sugar intake can be 
reduced by relying on the 
natural sugars contained 
in fruit or other foods. 
These are still sugars, but 
the use of fruit provides 
some nutrients along with 
the sweetness. Fructose 
can also be purchased in 
granulated form in the 
diet section of most 
grocery stores. It is more 
expensive than sucrose, 
but a smaller quantity is 
needed. 

Fresh fruits should have 
priority in menu planning, 
she said. However when 
canned fruits must be 
used, look for fruits can- 
ned in their own juices or 
of other fruits. 

In addition, treats and 
rewards can be completely 
carlorie-free by making 
them non-edible. Young 
children enjoy small 
favors such as balloons, 
flnger puppets, combs, 
small wind-up toys, soaps 
in special shapes, small 
dgares of favorite cartoon 
diaracters, erasers, p«l- 
off stickers and books. 

It is iwssible to reduce 
the amount of sugar 
children consume and 
have a luitotitlus healthy 
diet and Tnclude sp«nal 
treats, said Mrs. Rogers. 
The result should be 
i^aithier children, with 
fewer dental cari^ and 
wl«n they are adults, it 
mil be easier for them to 
avoid obesity with its 
hMkh risks.

The next retxramenlation is for a compass and basic 
navigation equii»nent. The "I'll recognize that rock" 
method of navigation is all right as long as visibility is 
good. If f(v, rain, or night&U catches you out on the 
'water, you may not "recognize that rock" until it is too 
late. If you use your compass and charts as a usual 
practice, you will know where you are at all times and 
you can proceed through poor visibility with safety. 
Being able to navigate m redtned visibility may often 
mean the difference between getting home on time or 
sitting for hours "out there somewhere" because your 
landmarks have disanwaied. 

For any boat thi^ operates out of sight of land or of 
other boats, a marine radio tetephone is a great piece of 
insunmce. If you get into trouble when nobody else is 
around it is imperative that you let someone know you 
have a problem and need help. Many boaters put their 
fedth in CB radios, but that supposes that, (1) some 
body is listening, (2) that you are within its limited 
range and (3) you're not being blown off the air by 
someone with a. flat tire on the interstate. Marine radio 
frequencies are routinely monitored by the Coast 
Guard, other marine agencies, and other radio- 
equipped vessels when underway. This is nek generally 
true of CB. Marine radio-telephoies give you a direct 
lim to a rescue agency while CB gives you a "maybe." 
If you are in trouble and need help, yoa need it now! It 
is not time to rely on a vduntary communications 
system that "may work. 

Boats used for overnight or weekend trips should 
have emergency food, water and blankets aboard in 
case the trip is prolonged by an emergency. Such extra 
rations will ease the decision to ride (Nit a storm in a 
safe but isolated harbor rather than risk a dangerous 
return to port. So many things can happen to prevent 
your return at the time you planned, it is only common 
sense to be prepared to stay longer if the need arises. 
Emergency rations should be packed to withstand the 
marine environment for Icmg periods of time without 
deteriorating. Water containenj must be scalable and 
chemically inert so they draft allow the water to 
become contaminated. Food containers must be either 
corrosion proof or checked at r^ular intervals to be 
sure the content remains undamaged and edible. Select 
the type of food that can, if necessary, be eaten 
directly from the container \|;ithout having to be cooked, 
milled or added to. There is probably nothing more 
frustrating than to have to go hungry for lack of a fire. 
Last but not least, be sure that the emergency rations 
have all the necessary (^ners packed with them. 
Obviously, emergency ratiojs are useless if you can't 
open them. If you elect to stay out longer than you had 
planned, radio to phone so your whereabouts will be 
known and an unnecessary search will not be initiated.

Mr. and Mrs. Carnell 
Smith, and Dixon and 
Van, Inc. applied for a 
change of zoning from R- 
8 Residential District to O- 
1 Office district on a 
33.904-square-foot parcel 
at the southeast comer of 
the intersection of Ferry

cel is within the Newlight 
target areas, one of 12 in

Plans hav^ been drawn 
for two of the. com- 
munities ~ Burton Station 
and Rddtown. The plan, 
for Burton Station, 
designed by an outside 
consultant, is being im- 
plemented, but the plan 
for Reidtown, prepared in 
house, has been with- 
drawn.

The Soviet Union ought to 
seriously consider painting a red 
cross on the side of the Kremlin, , 
and just go ah^d and have it of- 
ficially designated a 'tiospital 
zone for once again their top 
leader is showing visible signs of 
failing health. Constantis Cher- 
nenko is suffering from em- 
physema, and it is widely 
speculated that it is a serious 
condition. 

One immediate consequence 
which comes to mind is that it is 
very difficult to negotiate 
anything with the Soviet leader- 
i ship while the behind the scenes 
players are wrestling to replace 
the maft at the top. This was one 
of the contributing factors to the 
Cold War struggles of the Fifties 
as Joseph Stalin died of whatever 
God or his enemies concocted 
for him and it took several years 
before Nikita Khrushchev 
emerged. 



As Stalin traced the legitimacy 
of his reign back to Lenin and 
the Revolution, the post 
Stalinists leadership points back 
to their experiences in the Great 
Patriotic War (as the Soviets call 
the Second World War). For 
better or for worse, their ex- 
periences in that war shaped 
their thinking towards the west. 
It also shaped their own society, 
where comfort took a backseat 
to defense. It also made them 
wary of a direct confrontation 
with the United States. 

The serious questions that 
arise from the passing of the 
post World War Two generation 
of leadership from the Soviet 
Union is what kind of people are 
going to replace them and what 
will they want. Will the new 
emerging leadership be more 
ideological, more rigid? Will 
they be willing to directly con-

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Computer jargon 

Last month 1 talked aboufcthe essential hardware for 
a computer. The central processing unit (CPU) does the 
"thinking," and uses its main memory (often called 
RAM, or random access memory) to hold programs and 
data. The computer used the CRT or television monitor 
to talk to you, and you use a keyboard to talk" to the 
computer. 



A computer with just these pieces of hardware is a 
true computer, but has limited usefulness. Peripherab is 
the general term for devices that kind of hang on the 
outside or periphery of a computer. They aren't 
necessary for a computer to be a computer, but they are 
necessary to be able to accomplish useful work. 
Ports: Connection to Other Devices 

Every computer expects that you will have a keyboard 
and a CRT, so connections for these are always built in. 
Many also have built-in connections for disk drives. 
Beyond these devices, however, the choice of 
peripherals is up to you. The computer has connection 
sockets, called ports, so you can hook up whatever you 
want. 

There are three general type* of ports: 

-Game ports for connecting joy sticks, game paddles, 
etc. 

- Serial ports for connecting modems, printers 
(sometimes), and disk drives (sometimes) 

- Parallel ports for connecting printers and plotters.

The most advanced boat/boater category is the 
boater who sails "over the edge," where the boater 
must expect to be totally self-sufficient for weeks or 
even months at the time. The long distance cruiser 
should consider two major pieces of emergency gear; 
the- emergency position indicator radio beacon 
(EPIRB), and the exposure suit. Let's look at them one 
at a time. 

The EPIRB is a radio transmitter that automatically 
and continuously sends out a distress signal on the air- 
craft emergency frequencies. The EPIRB is a last ditch 
signal that is designed to reach aircraft or commercial 
shipping in your general area. This signal cati be used to 
fin 1 your position, which can be radioed tO the closest 
rescue agency available. In order for you EPIRB to be 
effective you will have to have good survival potential 
anJ be prepared to survive for an extended period 
before help arrives. The EPIRB has only one function,

Marriage 
myths 

Misconceptions grow 

like weeds around any in 

sti^ution. Marriage has its 

crop and they're 

igerous: believe in them 
you run the risk of 
doing serious harm to 
your relationship. 

Dr. Barbara Russell 
Chesser, a social scientist 
at Baylor University, 
recently examined some of 
the most common 
marriage myths. 

"It's the qualityuf time 
you spend with yfe^r 
spouse that's important, 
not the quantity." Accor- 
ding to a study of more 
than 3000 couples who 
described their marriages 
as "strong" and "close," 
over 90 percent said they 
spend "a great deal of 
time together." Divorced 
couples reported they . 
usually spent little time 
together before their 
breakup. 

"Anger has no place in 
marriage." Carlfred 
Broderick, professor of 
sociology at the University 
of Southern California, 
says, "Anger works like a 
smoke detector. It warns 
you of danger so you can 
take appropriate action." 
Anger should be ex- 
pressed, analyzed and 
resolved ~ never simply 
swallowed. 

"Hard times or crises 
bring marriage partners 
closer together." This can 
happen, but often doesn't. 
Serious crises, such as the 
loss of a job, a family 
member's serious illness 
or sudden death, are 
statistically more likely to 
result in divorce as the 
pttitnerB And it easier to 
flee than to struggle with 
difficult emotions. 

••Happily married 
people never unload per- 
sonal problems on their 
spouses." One family- 
relations specialist 
estimates that among 85 
percent of the couples he 
has worked with, as least 
one partner was stewing 
over something without 
telling the other. While 
people are afraid of ap- 
pearing vulnerable in 
front of their spouses, it is 
this very opening up that 
encourages deep intimacy. 

"When all else fails, 
divorce provides a chance 
to begin new lives." If 
only it were so! Divorced 
couples frequently only 
exchange one set of 
problems for another. 

Chesser said that divor- 
ce should be available for 
adults whose marriages 
are absolutely irreparable, 
but for the majority 
divorce is not the answer. 
What is needed is 'the 
development of a \ 
marriage based on realistic 
expectations and tolerance 
of imperfections. They 
are^ after all, the 
ingredients of a strong and 
successful marriage.

The Main memory (RAM) of a computer is fast, but 



it's also relatively expensive. Worst of all, all data in 
RAM is lost when you turn off the power (some excep- 
tions will be discussed in a future column). The easiest 
solution is to provide the computer with a larger amount 
of cheaper memory for long-term storage. This is also 
called secondary memory or man storage. 

Do you need floppy disks, or will a cassette tape fill 
your needs? If all you want to do is use your computer 
as a terminal for the school mainframe, a simple com- 
puter with a cassette tape interface may be acceptable 
for you. While they may be cheap and reliable, 
however, they are S-L-O-W. 

So you will almost certainly want diskettes, or floppy 
disks. Most home computers are now available with 5- 
'/4 inch floppies, but the amount of characters (bytes) 
they can store varies enormously. Some of the smallest 
store only 140k bytes (Ik = 1000); the largest store over 
2600k " on the same size piece of plastic! ! 

Look very carefully at the specifications on disk 
drives, since the performance variw so greatly. The ones 
on my computer can store 190k bytes, and even at that 
it seems I'm forever changing disks. In my opinion, 
storing less than 170k bytes one side of a floppy disk- 
ette is preposterous. 

For reasons that will become clear when you try to 
copy a diskette, I suggest ftiat you not even consider get- 
ting fewer than two disk drives. You can live with it if 
your budget is very limited, but you'll save yourself a lot 
of grief if you have two.

A member of the 
National Guard, Williams 



is grown up enough to 
realize that he must be 
strong, even in times of 
disarray. 

Soup may even have 
been a bit lucky. The 
Guardian Angels, you see, 
are a group aiming to be 
"The non-violent safety 
patrol that is the voice of 
the people," in the words 
of state coordinator H.C. 
"Sidekick" Crews. In 
other words, they don't 
carry weapons. 

Twenty-four-year-old 
-^Orfriri^; "* ^^rd- degree 
W^Tielt and former 
police officer, says the 
Angels came to Virginia 
Beach and Plaza Apar- 
tments at the request of 
Apartment manager Don- 
na Jesneck. Sidekick says 
his happiest day will come 
when the Angels have 
cleaned the streets and no 
longer need to exist. He 
confides that day "will 
never happen." 

Tonight, Sidekick will 



direct a meeting with the 
Angels and go back to 
Hampton later in the 
evening. He will not be 
around when the Angels 
patrol the streets on three 
different one-hour shifts.

So is Rest In Peace. A 
20-year-old accounting 
major at Norfolk State 
University, Grant is an 
Angel with grace, 
speaking with a soft and 
polite tone.

So 
when he speaks, his crew 
listens. 



"We need everybody we 
can tonight," yells Soup. 
"I don't want anybody 
bdng lost."

Now, at 
the moment of truth, I 
was lost. What should I 
do? 

"You just walk right 
beside us," says Soup.

Beach student 
competency fares well 



The high percentage of 
students in the public 
schools of Virginia Beach 
who passed the State 
minimum , competency 
tests this year compares 
quite favorably with those 
of previous years. 

This year, 97.9 percent 
of those taking the reading 
test for the first time 
passed it; 97 percent 
passed the mathematics 
test. The percentages last 
year were exactly the 
same; however, this year, 
96.2 percent of those 
students passed both tests, 
up by one percentage 
point froih a year ago. 

Under State law, 
students who are not con- 
sidered ready to take the 
test are not required to do 
so in the tenth grade. 
While some school 
divisions take advantage 
of this provision in the 
law, the policy of school 
officials in Virginia Beach 
has consistently been to 
administer the test to 
everyone as soon as the 
student is eligible. In this 
way, teiKihers have been 
able to use the tests u 
diagnostic tools as early as 
p(»sible and to provide 
remediation before a 
retest. As a result, no 
student of Virginia Beach 
Public Schools has fail«l 
to pass the required test 
eventually. 

Most of those in 
Virginia Beach eligible to 
take the test for the first 
time completed both t»u. 
Those who miss^ taku^ 



one or both tests because 
of illness or other absences 
wwe scheduled to take the 
tests at a later date. 

The importance of 
being in school on the 
days the tests are given is 
stressed by school of- 
fidals; each year the per- 
centage of students who 
miss the tests is well below 
the six percent average ab- 
senteeism in senior high 
schools of Virginia Beach. 
The social studies test 
may be given even before 
the tenth grade. Those 
students who take a social 
studies course in junior 
high school are given that 
t«t as early as the eighth 
grade to allow for 
remediation if needed. 

The school system 
prepare a comprehensive 
booklet annually which is 
sent home to parents with 
students about to take the 
test. The booklet explains 
the minimum competency 
tests and their importance; 
it also includes sample 
questions to be us«i by 
{mrents and students in 
preparing students for the 
test. For those few who 
fail the first time, im- 
mediate remediaiton ef- 
forts arc b^un. 

From the time that the 
minimum competency 
tesu wwe mandated by 
the Virginia Generaly 
Assembly, the Virginia 
Bau:h school system has 
taken Um tesU seriou^y. 
Virginia Bawh develop^

The new city council here will 
be facing as always new 
problems, new challenges, and 
the unexpected. In politics as in 
life, problems are knots to be 
untied: challenges met are the 
cause of the greatest sense of 
satisfaction, and the unexpec- 
ted is usually a crisis that is 
enough to make a full grown 
adult age visibly. 

When people talk of growth, 
they usually mean their own 
home town. Virginia Beach has 
had phenomenal growth in the 
past twenty years. But there is 
definitely linkage between the 
national economy and this 
city's. While we are in a recovery 
cycle, everything is going along 
well, but unfortunately, with our 
national debt rising as if injected 
with yeast, recovery may just be 
a short term matter. So that is a 
problem the city council faces. 
Keeping an eye on where the 
national economy is headed and 



adjusting local spending accor- 
dingly. 

Where development should 
take place. What should that 
development be. When should 
development take place. How 
much growth there should be. 
These are the challenges that 
face council this year and in the 
future. There is much to be 
weighed and measured, and it is 
no small matter of concern that 
water is now controlled for the 
city by a regional aifthority. 
Yet Virginia Beach owes much 
of its success as a city to the 
wisdom of past Councils. We are 
lucky to have the serious people 
who presently serve us.

Child mortality addressed 

Sure, the recession has made it rough on Americans 
the past few years, with the poverty-level population in- 
creasing from 29 million in 1980 to over 35 million at 
present. This has been a painful but endurable ex- 
perience for us. 

But outside U.S. borders, there have been some ac- 
tually horrifying developments which worsen with each 
passing year. UNICEF (not to be confused with 
UNESCO whose funds President Reagan wants discon- 
tinued) reports that in 1983 alone 21 million children 
died, most by far in Third World countries. The sheer 
immensity of the problem almost overwhelms the mind. 
Some nations lose more than 150 of every 1000 live bir- 
ths during the first year of life. 

UNICEF has been fighting a losing battle to im- 
prove these statistics ~ for lack of sufficient funds. They 
contend that with additional money from the First 
World they could save 10 million children yearly. They 
could extend a strategy which they have found to be 
very effective in the past several years. This strategy, in 
1982 for example, involved the use of 900,000 volun- 
teers whom UNICEF trained in basic sanitation, 
nutrition and health care. The "educated ones" went 
out on foot to villages to teach and motivate their 
neighbors - and achieved excellent results. But limited 
funds prevented widespread use of this system. 

If you think the 21 million kids, which will be lost in 
the year of 1984, are worth a few moments of concern, 
there is a very effective way you can help salvage their 
very lives. Simply exercise your citizenship and write a 
brief note to your senators, care of the Senate Office 
Building, Wash., D.C. Ask them to support the Human 
Needs and World Security Bill. This legislation allocates 
$250 million to Third World health care and related 
development efforts. This amount, $1 per American 
over the next year, is an almost unnoticeable sum when 
compared to the billions of "security" aid we presently 

give. 

Here at home we obviously have many domestic 
problems deserving our attention, but at least here most 
of our children make it to adulthood.

Cost of raising 
children high

In addition to love and 
tender care, parents give 
their children food, shelter 
and clothing. And it is the 
food, shelter and clothing 
that bring the financial 
cost of raising children to 
astonishingly high sums. 

The average cost of 
raising urban children in 
the south from birth to 18 
years of age is $90,624, 
said Betsy R. Schenck, 
Virginia State University 
Extension sp.ccialist in 
child development. That 
figure is from the U.S. 
Department of 

Agriculture's estimates in 
June 1983. The average 
cost of raising rural, non- 
farm children is about the 
same-$91,015. 

The total costs vary not 
only by the region of the 
nation, but by the 
families' circumstances 
and by their ideas of what 
is necessary and desirable 
in raising children. 

A large percentage of 
the family income goes to 
raising children: housing- 
34 percent; food~23 per- 
cent; transportation- 17 
percent; clothing--? per- 
cent; medical care~5 per- 
cent; education-'2 per- 
cent; and other~12 per- 
cent. 

Housing includes not 
only the annual costs of ^ 
the residence, but running 
and furnishing it. New 
babies need some special 
items including a crib and 
automobile passenger 
restraint. As they grow, 
additional pieces of fur- 
niture are needed for 
them. 

Food is one of the 
largest expenditure items 
in most family budgets. 
The cost are relatively 
inexpensive when the 
children are very young,' 
but they soon begin to 
climb and continue to 
climb until the children 
are grown. 

Clothing costs vary 
from year to year. 
Clothing requirements for 
children less than two 
years old are com- 
paratively low. Often 
baby clothes are outgrown 
before they are worn out 
and so are used a second 
and even a third time. As 
children increase their ac- 
tivity, the cost of clothing 
also increases. A jump in 
cost comes when children 
start school. Another 
jump a:curs when they are 
teens and become sensitive 
about clothing and have 
strong feelings about what 
they want to wear. 
Replacement of clothing 
items becomes a major 
economic issue as they 
continue to grow rapidly 
until they reach their full 
growth. 

Other costs include 
education, medical care, 
transportation, , personal 
care, recreation and other 
expenses involved in day- 
to-day living. The long- 
term trend of prices is up- 
ward, said Schenck, and 
this will be reflected in the 
ever-rising cost of raising 
children. 

"But parents think it's 
worth it," said the faculty 
member at Virginia State 
University.

The improved 
dispersions should achieve

The most sobering in- 
formatics was the esti- 
mated rise in the sea level 
of nine feet over the next 
century.

He said 
that since the natural 
closing of Currituck Inlet 
(about 100 yers ago), salt 
water does not feed into 
Back Bay which is why the 
sal( water pumping sta- 
ticm was built. 

In describing the area, 
Mann said that the near- 
est ocean impact cm the 
Bay is from Gh-egon Inlet, 
but that there is little 
lunar tidal influence there 
with mcKt of the rise and 
fall in the Bay (two feet 
and sometimes more) re- 
sulting from winds. When 
the water rises to three 
feet, the marginal land is 
often inundated, he said. 
Noyes said that a valu- 
able c^pcM-tunity was lost 
When no monitoring of the 
Bay was ikme in 1976-77 
when the pumping station 
was not operating. The 
statical had burned down 
and a new one was ccm- 
structed. He said the in- 
formation would have 
been valuable to the 
whole country. 

He added that a side 
benefit of the pumping is 
that it keeps a lid on the 
algae in the Bay. 

The final report, which 
cost the city $150,000 is 
being prepared.
